A GAMBLER’S RING. 


When Its Owner Deals the Cards Are 


an Optn Dock. 


A curious ring seen recently is one 
that belongs to a gambler, one of the 
most famous card players in the Unit­ 
ed States. 
It is a heavy gold band af 
fair aud is exactly five-eighths of an 
inch wide. 
Running around the baud 
in such a way as to completely circle 
it Is a row of five small signets. 
Each 
one of these is worked in gold in tile 
form of a shield. 
These shields are 
polished on their surface aud bear uo 
marking of any sort. 
Inside th*1 ring and grooved into its 
outer circle Is another gold circle. 1 
When the ring is put on the operator's 
finger by a slight movement it is pos­ 
sible to slide the outside band around 
on the inner one. 
Tile instant this is 
done from under one of the small 
shields appears a minute mirror. This 
mirror is a scant quarter inch iii diam­ 
eter. 
When the operator sits in at a game , 
of cards he wears the ring on the little i 
finger of his right band 
When he slides the cards off the pack I 
as lie deals this little mirror conies *11 
rectly under the card that is being I 
dealt. 
The dealer, looking down at Ids 
bands as hp deals, secs each card as it i 
comes off the pack. 
Ile knows each | 
card thor he has dealt and exactly I 
who has the card 
As th*- dealer puts the pack down by 1 
a movement either slow or fast it is a 
perfectly simple matter to give tile 
ring a slight rub, sliding it back into j 
its original position. 
Tile mirror, even 
when it is exposed, is always on the 
inside of the hand and conceal* d from \ 
every one. 
Aft*1*- hujg practice It is 
possible to pull every card off the pack 
in such a manner that it will reflect in 
the exact center bf the mirror.—-Boston

Germany l»oas,s that it has the lar­ 
gest weaving loom in the world.

engineering firm of Chemnitz, Saxony, 
the center of the textile industry, has 
just complot d fin* a firm at Rode- 
wisch, in the same neighborhood, a 
huge crank loom seventy-seven feet 
long and sixty feet wide.

Hom esteaded. 


Washington, July I).— The unappro­ 
priated public lands in an area elimi­ 
nated from the Coeur d’Alene and 
Pend d’Oreille national forests in Ida­ 
ho by presidential proclamation will 
become subject to settlement under 
the homestead laws on Aug. 22 and to 
entry Sept. 21. 
About 8,200 acres 
were eliminated, but only about 1,000 
acres are unappropriated. 
The lands 
ale located ii, BoniitT, La dill and Koo­ 
tenai counties. 
An area eliminated from the Pecos 
national forest, New Mexico, amount­ 
ing to 31,otic acres, can be settled on 
Aug. 15 aud entered Sept. 14.

the gubernatorial compaign of 1802 
Justice McEnery was nominated by 
the Democracy and ran against Gov­ 
ernor Foster. 
Ile was defeated on 
this occasion. 
Ile was elected to the* 
United States senate in IBOA, was re­ 
elected in 1002 aud again in 1008.
